THE I.IVE ISSUB. 


An article from Senator Stewart, which 


appeared in the Washington Post of May 
1st, is printed in the JouENALthis morning 
It is logical and to the point and embodies 
the principles for which the friends of sil- 
ver have been and are contending, and it is 
hoped will contend, until the coinage of 
silver as well as gold shall be free at the Mints 
of the United States, as they had been from 
the establishment of the Mint in 1793 until 
the passage of the demonetization act of 
1873. 


The Senator says the money question is 


the most important "now agitating the 
public mind, and will be the live issue in 
every campaign until it is determined 
whether this country is to be governed by 
free men or by a gold aristocracy, and the 
truth of the assertion is not doubted. 
It 


will overshadow all other measures in the 
next Congress, and unless it is settled by 
the pass-age of a free coinage act, will be 
the principal issue in the next campaign 
and may cause a new alignment of parties. 


The real frieuds of silver have been so 


often deceived by the sophistries of politi- 
cians and the illusive financial planks of 
party platforms, framed to deceive, that 
tuey will not be satisfied with anything lets 
than an unqualified declaration for free 
coinage, and the party that does not favor 
such a measure cannot espeot their sup- 
port. 
The farmers from the Ohio west to 


the Rocky Mountains and south to the 
Gulf of Mexico, demand it, and it is 
scarcely possible that a majority of the 
people of the mining States will uphold a 
party that opposes it. 


The free coinage of silver would enhance 


the vnlae of the metal over thirty cents an 
ounce, and give it a fixed value. This 
would create a demand for labor and the 
products of the farm, increase taxable 
property, restore prosperity and doublo the 
population of the State within a year. 
Those who prefer snob a condition of af- 
fairs to the existing depression will not 
support party or candidate that is not un- 
equivocally pledged to free coinage, as the 
wellfare of the State is of greater import- 
ance to its inhabitants than the political 
complexion of the man who appoints the 


few, 
very few Federal officers in Nevada.

It saya in part: " Modification} which 
Lord Salisbury suggeits in questions for 
arbitration do not wholly meet the views 
of the President but the President changes 
the text of two questions in such a manner 
it is hoped as will result in an agreement 
between the two governments," 
- 


The six questions for arbitration are then 


oited, as is also Lord Salisbury's dispatch 
of February 21, in which he makes a dec- 
laration that it is DOW qnita clear that the 
advisers of the President do not claim the 
Behring sea as mare olausnm, and indeed 
repudiate that contention in express terms. 
Mr. Elaine says Lord Salisbury's expres- 
sion is in a form to imply that the United 
States has hitherto boon resting its con- 
tentions npon the fact that the Behring sea 
was mare olausnm. If that was the inten- 
tion it would have been well for his Lord- 
ship to specify wherein the United States 
ever made the assertion. 
The United 


States has at DO time rested its argument 
solely on the ground mentioned, and this 
Government regrets that Lord Salisbury 
should have so misapprehended the Ameri- 
can position as to limit its basis of right in 
the Bebring sea to the Ukase of 1821. The 
United States bar, among other grounds, 
insisted, without recurring to any of its in- 
herited and superior rights in Alaska, that 
this Government has fall authority for go- 
ing beyond the three mile line in case of 
proved necessity as Great Britian posses- 


SOB. 


Mr. Blaine then call* attention to the 


fact that two or three instances have al- 
ready been cited by him, in which Great 
Britain exercises control beyond the three 
mile limit, and says they have so far failed 
to secure comment or explanation. 
Mr. 


Blaine^theu cites another case in which tbft 
British Parliament enacted a law two years 
ago, to control the body of water 2,700 
square miles in extent, on the coast of 
Scotland and directing that certain meth- 
ods of fishing shall not be used within 
that great body of water. 


Mr. Blaine adds: "If Great Britain may 


thus control an area oi 2,700 sqaare miles 
of ocean on the coast of Scotland, why may 
not the United Slates prescribe the space 
around the Pribyloff islands in which sim- 
ilar prohibitions mny be enforced?" 


Mr. Blaine in closing his letter says: 


"The Government of the United States 
holds that the ownership of the islands 
upon which the seals breed, that the habit 
of the seals in regularly resorting thither 
and rearing their young thereon, that their 
going out from the islands in search of 
food and regularly returning thereto, and 
all facts and incidents of their relation to 
the islands gives to the United States a 
property 
interest 
therein, 
that 
this 


property interest was claimed and exer- 
cised by Russia, that England recognized 
this property interest so far as recognition 
is implied by abstaining from all interfer- 
ence with it during the whole period of 
Russia's ownership, and daring the first 
nineteen years of the sovereignty of the 
United States. It is jet to be determined 
whether the lawless intrusion of Canadian 
vessels in 188G and subsequent years has 
changed the law and equity of the onse 
heretofore prevailing." 


Tlie President In Oregon.

and party visited Pendleton at 5:10 o'clock 
this evening and had a grand reception. 
During the afternoon 
the Presidential 


party made short stops at Arlington and 
Umatilla Junction. Considerable enthusi- 
asm was manifested by the residents of the 
former place. Umatilla, however, has the 
questionable distinction of being the only 
place yet visited that allowed the occasion 
to pass without recognition of any bind. 
A few people were assembled at the sta- 
tion and the President stepped out on the 
rear platform to greet them but the; made 
no demonstration whatever. 
Soon after 


leaving this point the travelers were treated 
to a sand storm, which threatened at one 
time to result in a blockade but the wind 
fell slightly and the train maintained its 
schedule. Pendleton was in gala attire 
The presence of about one hundred In- 
dians, men and women, dressed in blankets 
and feathers, gave a picturesque coloring 
to the scene. They belonged to the Uma- 
tilla, Coyuse and Walla Walla tribes and 
were all well mounted.

carried an American flag.

ment for free coinage is neither necessary 
nor desirable.

monetize silver, each sovereign nation pro- 
vided for its people anon coin or nucb paper 
money as it deemed beat Butted to their 
wants. Ihe com was either gold or silver, 
or both. "When sufficient metallic money 
could not be obtained, the deficiency was 
supplied with paper. 
Great Britain used 


gold; Germany, Austria, Holland, India 
and other Asiatic countries adhered to 
silver, while the Latin Union and the 
United States nsed both gold and silver as 
money. 
So long M each nation issued 


money of such material and in such quan- 
tities as best suited the wants of its people 
without international agreement, trusts or 
combinations, a parity in valuo existed be- 
tween gold and silver, at about 15% ol 
silver to one of gold. This illustrates the 
benefits of 


HOME B0LE IN FINANCE 


As well as in local self-government. Com- 
merce was free and untrammeled by the 
restraints of the gold combination or trust 
which was formed between the United 
States and Europe when silver was demon- 
etized. 
The tiost then formed controls 


the money o! the world, molds financial 
legislation, compels the payment of obliga- 
tions payable in either gold, silver or paper 
in gold alone, and produces a monetary 
famine which is exhausting the life-blood 
of civilization. 


The gold monometallists insist that this 


trust shall continue until a more formid- 
able combination can be entered into by 
international agreement. 
The proposed 


combination would deprive every sover- 
eign nation of the freedom of action for- 
marly enjoyed in supplying its people 
with money. If the exchange of the money 
of one country for the money of another 
were international commerce, some reason 
would r^ist for a unification of the money 
of all mi ions. But such commerce would 
be fruitless. 


The American who sold $100 in England 


and received $100 in payment would gain 
nothing by the transaction. International 
commerce consists in the exchange of the 
products of one country for those of an- 
other. 
No country can produce nil the 


commodities which it consumes, but every 
prosperous people produce a surplus of 
some commodities which can be exchanged 
for the produsta of other countries. 
The 


only use that money has in either foreign 
or domestic commerce is as a measure or 
counter to facilitate the interchange of 
property. Its only value is its power in 
exchange. 


THE VALUE OF MONEX MEASTJBED. 


The value of the money of any country 


Is measured by ita purchasing power in 
that country. 
It is valuable at home and 


abroad according to its pow«r in exchange 
at home. 
All that is necessary for a for- 


eigner, who is about to transact business 
in this country, to know concerning our 
money Is what is its purchasing power in 
the United States. 
Bankers who deal in 


exchange, having o knowledge of the pur- 
chasing power of the money of every na- 
tion, readily reduce the money of one 
country to that of the other, and deter- 
mine how much of the money of one coun- 
try, whether that money be gold, silver or 
paper, will be required to equal in value a 
given quantity of the mouey of any other 
country. 
By such knowledge and deter- 


mination of the relative value of money 
the rate of exchange is fixed and commer- 
cial balances adjusted. 


Competition in exchange prevents ex- 


tortion and provides every business man 
with the money of any country be may re- 
quire. 


Why should a combination be formed to 


compel the United States to use gold 
alone for the pretended purpose of facili- 
tating the export 
cf 
our circulating 


medium? Self-preservation demands that 
we shall purchase no more foreign pro- 
ducts than we can pay for by an exchange* 
of our own surplus production. 
Any 


country which is compelled to export its 
money to buy foreign goods will soon come 
to grief. 
If we should continue to pur- 


chase foreign commodities to the same ex- 
tent ns we have done heretofore, and 
should pay for them in money and not in. 
commodities, every dollar of the money of 
the United States would be exported in 
less than two years. 


A slight balance of trade requiring the 


export of gold creates alarm. Countries 
whose circulating medium does not con- 
sist of a material which can be converted 
into the money of other countries are pro- 
tected against the loss of their money by 
export. Why should they not have this 
protection? 
Why should we use gold for 


the sole purpose of affording foreigners 
an opportunity to export our money? If 
we can bare plenty of money, our produc- 
tion of wealth will be enormous, and the 
balance of trade in our favor will be in- 
creased. 


Why argue that it is necessary to have 


gold money for export to pay foreign bal- 
ances when snob balances are settled by n 
well-established system of exchange, and 
when no adverse balance of trade could 
possibly exist if our people were supplied 
with money. 
If importers buy more for- 


eign goods than can be paid for in commo- 
dities, let foreign creditors wait for pay- 
ment or refuse {credit. 
Money is not a 


commodity for export, but an instrument 
of exchange to be nsed at home m the pro- 
duction of wealth.

Dry Goods and Carpet House, 


yOBEIGN TRADE BEQU1.ATED BT EXCHANGES. 


While foreign trade, ns before stated, is 


regulated by a system of exchanges, and 
not embarrassed by the particular kind of 


money used by different nation*, domestic 
trade and commerce depend upon the vol- 
ume of money at homo. The best money 
for home consumption is that which will 
produce the most wealth and secn'e the 
greatest general prosperity. The false as- 
sumption that dear money is the best 
money sometimes deceives intelligent peo- 
ple; but such assumption will not bear in 
vestigation. The value of money depends 
upon thj law of supply and demand. Th.e 
less the sapp'y, the demand remaining the 
same, the dearer each dollar or each nnit 
of money will be. 


If the quantity of money in this country- 


were reduced to one-fourth of its present 
volume, the value of each dollar would be 
immensely increased, while the wages of 
labor and the price of property would be 
correspondingly reduced. 
No one will 


deny that such a result would be disas- 
trous. 
The reduced volume of money 


might be good for the persons who pos- 
sessed it, but it would be ruinona to the 
prosperity of the country. It would not 
be good money for the people, because by 
its possession the few would enslave the 
many. 


When money is plenty wealth is rapidly 


produced, and the wants of the people are 
supplied. 
An adequate volume of money 


in any country produces the greatest 
wealth, and, measured by the good it per- 
forms, it is the bet>t money. 
In other 


words, when there i» an insufficient supply 
it is bad money, because it is an instru- 
ment of oppression and wrong; but when 
the supply} is adequate it is good money, 
because it produces prosperity. 
JJ^WHAT THE (JOKI STANDARD MEANS. 


Since silver was demonetized and gold 


regarded as the only money of redemption, 
the quantity of gold coin has not mate- 
rially increased. 
Many statistioans think 


there is less gold nsed now as money in 
Europe and America than there was in 
1873, and that the entire product of the 
mines has been employed for non-mone- 
tary purposes. However that may be, it 
must be admitted that there is not gold 
enough for use as money; that the vast 
fabric of credit in the commercial world 
depending upon gold for payment or re- 
demption must be restricted and the vol- 
ume of business reduced to ooriespond 
with the decreasing supply of gold. It 
cannot be denied that the gold standard 
means contraction, low prices, stagnation 
and want. 
The monomettallists suggest 


no remedy for these evils, but insist that 
they must be endured and the people de- 
prived of money because other commer- 
cial nations adhere to the gold standard. 
Why should we be compelled to do as Eu- 
rope does? How are we benefited by re- 
maining in the gold combination? 


Our English cousins indulged in extrava- 


gant speculations in South Anerica, and 
incurred 
gold obligations which were 


heavier than they could bear. The de- 
mand for gold upon the great house of the 
Barings shook the financial credit of the 
commercial world. 
The people of the 


United States, having been forced by the 
demonetization ol silvei into the 
gold 


combination with Europe, were compelled 
to sustain their English cousins by a lib- 
eral contributions of the gold reserves of 
this country, which were already inade- 
quate for the business and credit of the 
United States. Tuo gold partnership with 
Europe is unprofitable, and has been dis- 
astrous. Let it be dissolved; let the United 
States make a declaration of financial in- 
dependence. 


SIIiVEB THE MONEY OF THE MASSES. 


Silver has been used an money much 


longer than gold. It is now exclusively 
used for that purpose by at least three 
fourths ol the people of the world. It has 
the same indestructible qualities aa gold. 
It is more convenient for monetary uses, 
and, besides, it is the money of the people. 
Neither the people or Europe nor America 
were consulted when silver was demon- 
etized. The governmental action which 
rejected the white metal as money in the 
United States and Europe was secured by 
strategy or fraud. 
The people of this 


country now demand the unconditional 
restoration of silver. 
Free coinage of 


silver may not accomplish all that is de- 
sired. It may not furnish sufficient money, 
but it will be a step in advance, and if the 
mines continue productive it may accom- 
plish all that will be needed in supplying 
a circulating medium for an indefinite 
time. 


THE BILVEB ISSUE. 


The money question is the most import- 


ant subject now agitating the public mind. 
It cannot be obscured by sophistry or over- 
shadowed by sentimental questions. Silver 
meo on the gold standard are wolves in 
sheep's clothing. They ore the worst gold 
monometallists. If we are to have the gold 
standard there is no use for silver. Paper 
is just aa good and more convenient. We 
must have silver as money of redemption 
equally with gold. The basis of credit is 
not enlarged by using silver as credit money 
redeemable in gold. The people under- 
stand this question better than the politi- 
cians. It is idle for the gold monometat- 


lists to continue their efforts to deceive. 
The campaign of sophistry and misrepre- 
sentation, which they have inaugurated and 
which they call an educational campaign, 
will not make converts to gold monomet- 
tallism. Ou the contrary, It will provoke 
discussion and hasten financial emancipa- 
tion. 


The gold standard Impoverishes the 


masses and deprives them of an opportu* 
nity to acquire wealth. It contracts the 
money of the country in the hands of a few 
and denies to the people it) use, without 
which wealth c.innot be acquired. It makes 
money dealers the arbiters of the fortunes 
of the people and dictators of the Govern- 
mental action. It destroys the laudable 
ambition of youth and denies to the young 
and enterprising an opportunity (to accum- 
ulate property. It denies the debtor the 
right to pay in the money of the contract, 
and fills every household with gloom and 
despair, over which the claim of the cred- 
itor casts its blighting shadow. It produces 
contraction, increasing 
the 
value 
ot 


money and depreciating the value of prop- 
erty. Its dishonest exactions are destroy- 
ing the independence of the people and 
sapping the foundation of civil liberty it- 
self. Less contraction and more money 
will be the live issue in every campaign 
until 
it shall have been determined 


whether this country is to be governed by 
free men, living in their own homes, or by 
a gold aristocracy, residing in palaces in 
the great commercial centers.

LEAVING SICK BEHIND. 


Stanley's Column Aro Oblitfotl to Deaert 


Tiiulf Dylnsr Comrades, 


E.u-ly uoxt morning Stanley started off 


wiUi lii« coin pany, promising to clear a 
path a,a well na he could in order to en- 
ablo us to carry tho boat sect' onsthrongb 
tho thick undergrowth. Stairs, Parke 
irul I then made a careful examination 
of the men mid loads, and found;that we 
should bo obliged to leave fifty-air men 
and eighty-one loads behind. Many of 
tho men wore coco wed and hopeless that 
they wished only to be left to die peace- 
fully where they were. 


But any mna who waa at all able to 


crawl along we passed as fit to travel, 
ami those fifty-six men we left were near- 
ly ivll in the last stage of starvation and 
sickness. At any rate, we thought that 
their chances of getting food would bo 
better if they came with us, and>nothing 
could be gained by remaining whereihey 
were. 


Wo had great difficulty in getting the 


moil off with the loads, and it was past 
midday before the last ef the caravan 
filed out of what is now known as Nel- 
son's starvation camp. I find the fol- 
lowing words in my journal that morn- 
ing: 


' 'It ia a truly terrible positkm_£or-Nel- 


son to be left in; he has food, only for 
three days, and will have to exist on 
what ho cuu pick up in the shape of 
fungi or roots. Stairs has left him a 
fish hook and line, and it is possible he 
may get a few small fish, but the river is 
so rapid and full of bowlders that he has 
but a slight chance of catching any- 
thing. 


"Meantime we are going on with an 


exhausted and starving column to try 
and find food ia a trackless wilderness. 
Nelson is now so crippled from ulcers 
that he cannot creep far from camp, and 
will have to depend entirely upon what 
his two boys can manage to bring him, 


"We got off about two o'clock, and 


sadly said goodby to poor old Nelson, 
for his position is very precarious and 
our chances of relieving him small; he 
has worked with us in good fellowship 
all these months, and now we are prac- 
tically abandoning him."—A. J. Monn- 
teney Jephson in Scribner's. 


Olil uud Toting Great Men. 


Great as have been some men who died 


young, who knows how much greater 
they would have been had their lives 
been prolonged. 
Might not Marlowe 


have rivaled Shakespeare? Yet possibly 
Byron had already given us his best, 
and Shelley and Keats might not have 
surpassed their early efforts. 


Had the author of "Festns" died afc 33 


there would have been lamentation as 
over Kaats, but Bailey has lived half a 
century longer without producing a-sec- 
ond poem. Tasso, though he lived-twen- 
ty years after "Jerusalem Delivered," 
never equaled that epic, written at 81. 


Still there are men-whose longevity 


has certainly stood for much. Michael 
Angelo showed astonishing precocity, 
but he owes to his eighty-nine years his 
great renown as painter, sculptor and 
sonneteer. Voltaire's fame, again, rests 
on the entirety of hi a writings, not on 
any single work, and the literary dicta- 
torship with which ago invested him, 
Cut off twenty years of his life, and his 
fame would perceptibly shrink. Goethe, 
Emerson, Carlyle, Longfellow, Tenny- 
son, Hugo, Duinas—all had the advan- 
tage of fullness of years, so as to be 
judged by bulk as well as quality. Hurn- 
boldt, too, owed to his ninety years a 
portion of liis reputation. 


The true comparison would obviously 


be between works produced at the same 
age, or between men dying at about the 
same age, biit it is much easier to test 
achievement than capacity. Perhaps the 
best books (in posse) have never been 
written, and we often feel that the men 
were greater than their works. Who 
knows, moreover, what geniuses have 
died in childhood?—Atlantic Monthly. 


Old Butter. 


It is a matter of wonderment to many 


what becomes of the tons upon tons of 
dairy butter piled up year after year in 
tho wholesale grocery stores and com- 
mission houses of our cities, and which 
the average American would not allow 
on his table. "The poorer the butter 
the further it goes," said a large butter 
dealer of this city, as ho packedrolls and 
prints of various colors and sizes in a 
sugar barrel lined with butter cloths, 
"That expresses it in more ways than 
one. 
O ood butter always finds a ready 


market hero at home; it never goes beg- 
ging for buyers at any time of the year, 
but packing grade goes to the end of the 
earth. The contents of this barrel will 
go lo South America." 


"Not just as it is?" 
"No; it will undergo manipulation. 


Tho firm to whom this is to be shipped 
melt down this grade of butter and pack 
it in glass jars. By the time it reaches 
a South American port it is of about tho 
saino consistency as olive oil. 
The South 


Americans use it on their bread as we 
use bnttcr. A large proportion of pack- 
ing stock shipped from the northwest 
goes ultimately to European countries." 
—North West Trade. 


Maine Xo longer the Pino Tree State. 
One of the pioneer lumbermen on the 


Penobscot was Mr. John Trickey, still 
living in Bangor, at the age of 85'years. 
He went there on foot with a pack on 
his back and only $1.50 in his pocket in 
1829. 
Today ho is one of Bangor's 


wealthy citizens. ' 'Times have changed," 
as they say, since Mr. Trickoy began his 
operations. Maine was really the "Pino 
Tree State" then. In eight years Mr. 
Trickey cut 83,000,000 feet of pine on 
land that now constitutes tho towns of 
Carinel, Konduskoag and Levant, where 
hardly a pine ia to bo seen. At that 
tune there were no roads, and ull tho 
provisions were taken up tho river in 
boats, bpecial crews being employed for 
that purpose.—Lewiston Journal.
